some Kind Advice 


Editor Gleichen Cant, 
Dear Sir: — 


Would you kindly insert in your| Woodland McConnell J.Moss 


widely read paper a few remarks for 
the benefit of hunters who are after 
wild geese. There is no closed sea- 
son for’ these birds, yet a license is 
required for hunting any birds 
mentioned in the game act, which 
is good for the year in which it is 
issued. 

Now, sir, I-do not wish to be hard 
on any one but I want it to be un- 
deretoo?d thai itis im,’ inttention to 
enforce the Game Act to the letter. 
I am aware that there are some peo- 
ple who make a practice of killing 
birds out of season and also when 
in season shooting without taking 
out a license. For the information 
of such I’ask you to insert this 
letter in your paper, I do not care 
who the.man is, who either goes 
shooting without a license or kills 
out of season he can reat assured 
that if caught—and I may say that 
it is only a matter of time until he 
will be caught as I know a whole 
lot that is going on of which T am 
not mentioning until the right time 
coies—I shall prosecute all him 
and will invariably ask for the high- 
est fine that can be imposed, name- 
ly, $50 per bird killed or $50 for 
shooting without a license, 

For the information of the farm- 
ers I may say that a farmer who has 
160 acres of Jand as owner, lessee or 
a homesteader, who is residing on 
the land, or a member of his 
family, require license to kill game 
birds in the open season. That is 
the duck season is open’ from Sept. 
Ist to Dec, 3ist, and the chicken 
from Oct. 1st to Nov. 80th, 

Thus it is seen that every one not 
an owner or lessee of 160 acres or a 
homesteader must have a license 
to hunt game birds this year—it 
was not so in 1913. 

With regard to Sunday shooting, 
which is prohibited and concerning 
which I have had many complaints, 
may say that if I had my own way 
in this matter I would say shoot all 
you like. But I had nothing to do 
with making the game laws, so the 
only thing for me to do is enforce 
the act. I certainly think it a 
hardship on many who can only get 
out on Sunday to shoot and know 
there are many who do things on 
Sunday that are a great deal more 
objectionable than shooting.

Yage of Mako, near Budapest, in 
Hungary, on April 10, 1847. His fa- 
ther was a Jew, his mother a Chris 
tlan, At the age of sixteen ho emi- 
grated to the United States, He land. 
ed without friends, without money, un- 
jable to speak a word of English. He 
enlisted immedinicly In the First New 
York (Lincoln) cavalry regiment, a 
regiment chiefly composed of Germans 
and tn which German was the prevail- 
ing tongue. 

Within a year the war ended, and 
Pulitzer fornd himself, tn common 
with hundreds of thousands of others, 
out of employment at a time when em- 
ployment was most dificult to secure, 
At this time he was so poor that he 
was turned away from French's hotel, 
{n New York, for the Inck of 50 cents 
with which to pay for bis bed. Twen- 
ty years later he bought Brench's ho 
tel, pulled it down and erected in its 
place the Pulitzer building, nt that 
time one of the largest business build- 
ings in New York, where he housed 
the World.—Alleyne Ireland in Metro 
politan, 


Pen Picture of Lord Lister. 

In Dr. Wrench’s biograpby of Lord 
Lister, the discoverer of antiseptic 
treatment of wounds, the author saya 
of the great surgeon: 

“He was ever gentle, courteous and

responsibilities of an important surgt- 
cal post. Lister was never known to 
spenk a sharp word to house surgeon, 
dresser or any one in bis service, His 
scientific spirit and discovery attracted 
the coriosity of the students and young 
graduates of Edinburgh; his personal 
nobility won their hearts; his art of 
winning their loyalty was by inspiring 
enthusiasm and giving encouragement. 


‘Often in the middle of a trying opera- 
tlon,’ wrote one of his pupils, ‘a gentle 
sinile bestowed on us young students 
when we were honestly trying to do 
vur best as assistants was most en- 
couraging, Many of tho students 
afterward confessed that their contact 
with Lister was the best and purest 
| fafuence of their iives.” 


LORD STRATHCONA’'S 


Life Full of Romance and Suggestive- 
hess for Young Men 

Lord Strathcona, the High Commis: 
sioner for Canada, who died in Lon- 
don at the age of ninety-four, was one 
of the world’s great empire builders. 
His life was full of romance and pack- 
ed with suggestiveness for young men. 
For thirty years he was buried in the 
wilds of Labrador with no one but the 
Iudjans and trappers for his compan- 
fons, two thousand miles from any- 
Where, Coming of good sturdy Scotch 
ancestry he built up a strong body 
while he gained skill in trading and an 
intimate knowledge of the life of the 
wilds. He was the representative of 
the Hudson's Bay Company whose 
sign H.B,C. is sometimes read to mean j 
“Here Before Christ.” | 

Donald Smith dreamed of a united} 
Canada, and when he came to a posit-| 
fon of power as the head of the com- 
pany which he served he determined 
to make his dream a_ reality. The! 
Northwest Territories were purchased | 
by the newly formed Dominion from | 
ttre Company, and he with a few others | 
of the same spirit and temper project- 
ed: the Canadian Pacific Railway to! 
bind the east and west together. It is| 
easy to see the wisdom of that froject 
now, but when it was proposed it was | 
‘aughed at us an impracticable, vis- | 
fonary idea. Jt was Donald Smith's 
faith that made the present Canada} 
by opening up the Great West, that! 
land of marvelous fertility and pro-! 
ductiveness, 
to do him honor, and when he was 
elevated to the peerage by Queen Vic: ! 
torla it was felt that this notable re-| 
cognition of his services was worthily | 
bestowed. 

Strathcona died a very wealthy man} 
and to the end of his career he kept 
in active touch with educational, phil-! 
anthropis and religious work through- 
out the Dominion. He was not con- 
tent to delegate his givings to others, | 
but arrived at a decision as to what 
he should do after painstaking inquiry | 
and investigation. 

Young men will do well to ponder 
his career in the following marked 
characteristics: 

His Health—This came from life} 
in the open afr, a careful diet and a 
rigid observance of the laws of health. 
No man can live to be nearly a cen-| 
tury old, with his natural force una-| 
bated, without he watches against the 
inroads of disease and keeps his body | 
in constant fitness for the hard tasks | 
of life. 

His Will.—Resoluteness, detcrmin- | 
ation, constant mastery of difficulties , 
spell Success. The weak in will go to. 
the wall—and stay there. The men 
who niaster fate and climb to the top 
are those who find a way or make it. 
The spirit of Strathcona was open-cyed 
toward opportunities, but neither blind 
or undaunted by difficulties, 

His Conscience was an asset. He 
was Scotch, and that means that he 
came from generations of forbears who 
feared God with an instinctive rever- 
ence. Duly was a big word in Strath- 
cona’s vocabulary It held him 
steady ‘to his gigantic tasks and it kept 
him alert to the opportunities for 
helpful service which his wealth gaye 
him. 

His later life was spent in such sur- 
roundings as wealth and good taste 
could procure, and he was crowned 
with great honors from royalty, uni- 
versilies and the masses of his fellow 
men. He rose to such eminence by 
his own efforts and pointed out by his 
own example the path to greatness 
open to the humblest boy who has 
similar powers and who puts them to 
similar good uses.—George A. War- 
burton, Toronto.

Why do the eyes of a painted por- 
trait follow you? Itis simply an opti- 
cal illusion, easily explained. 

To produce such an effect the eyes 
of the person represented in the por- 
trait must be looking directly in 
front and not toward one side. So 
much for that. Now, under such cir- 
cumstances the pupil of each eye is 
necessarily in the middle thereof, 
with as much ‘white’ on one side 
as on the other. 

Obviously this relation does not 
vary at all with the position assumed 
by the observer. The latter may 
atand far over on either side of the 
picture, and yet, from his point of 
view, tire is as much “white” on 
one side of each eye as on the other, 
and the pupil is still in the middle. 
Such being the case, the painted 
image continues to look directly at 
him, 

That ie all there is to it, And 
exactly the same principle applies to 
the pictures often seen in advertising 
signs, which not only look but also 
point a steady finger directly at the 
observer, no matter where the latter 
may stand. Sometimes instead of a 
finger it is a pistol in the picture that 
is pointed. = 

This very curious optical phenom- 
enon {s exhibited most strikingly on 
the strect cars. One enters, say, at 
the rear door and sees on a picture 
sign a man ‘pointing oa finger or a 
pistol at him. As the passenger goes 
forward the man actually seems to 
turn and follow him with eye and pis- 
tol, still pointing the latter at him 
when he has reached the front door 
of&the car. It is a swing through an 
arc of ninety degrees or fore. 

You see, wherever the point of 
view may be (so long as the picture 
fs in sight at all), the muzzle of the 
pistol or the finger tip is always op- 
tically central. ‘The picture being a 
planc surface, the relation of finger 
tip or muzzle to the other parts cf 
it {Is unaltered; hence Wherever you 
stand the pistol or finger points at 
you.

Co-operative merchandising 
on a credit basis is practically certain to go ship-wrecked 
ont same rock of bad debts as has foundered many a 


Then co-operative trading can effect savings under 
headings one and two also. The Grain Growers’ co-opera- 
tive movements in the different provinces have proven this 


absolutely. The cost which arises from carrying large 
stocks of binder twine, fence wire, coal, flour, salt, shorts 


and bran, lumber and, to some extent, machinery, is mostly 
unnecessary. The collecting of orders, purchasing in car 
load lots, and distributing from the car will often effect a 
great saving, as has already been demonstrated time with 
out number. The possibilities of entering into this kind 
of business have always been open to merchants, and the 
worst charge we prefer against them here is that they have 
shown timidity and in many cases lost a good opportunity 
to develope a strong connection with the farming public 
in failing to develop this line of business before the farmere 
have awakened to do it themselves. - The co-operative 
movement ahows ite strength at this point only in contrast 
with the weakness of private merchandising, but the con- 
trast is often very striking. Where the merchant will 
undertake to handle goods at right prices in carlot orders 
on a basis of cash and delivery at the car door, we see no

UNEXPLORED ISLANDS. 


ers Have Never Returned. 


News has just come that still an- 
other explorer has met his fate on 
Tiburon Island, His name is Wayne, 
and he is said to have been a clever 
mining engineer. 

Wayne went across to Tiburon tn 
October last, and not a trace has 
since been seen of him. Nor is it 
likely that his fate will ever be 
known, 

He was warned of the dangers 
that were before him. In spite of 
offers of double pay, he could not 
get @ soul to accompany him. So 
he crossed Hell's Passage alone— 
and like all others who have preced- 
ed him—has never come back. 

Tiburon is no lonely island in sav-} 
age Melanesia. It lies in the Gulf 
of California, separated from the! 
Mexican mainland by only a few 
miles of salt water, 

Yet it remains one of the world's} 
black spots. It has never yet been 
explored by white men, Its only in-; 
habitants area tribe of Indians who, ! 
armed with bows and arrows, dipped 
in some unknown but deadly poison, | 
shoot down all who try to land. 

The expedition of 1879 vanished 
into the interior and was never seen| 
again, and the same fate befell the 
party headed by Professor Millies in 
1904. 

There is ouly one other island in 
all the world which can match Ti- 
buron, and that is Malayta in the 
Solomons. Match it, that ia, in the 
way of savagery. And even in Malayta 
there are white men on the coast. 
Valuable plantation of cocoanuts 
and other tropical produce have 
been planted on the shores of Malay- 
ta, but inland is a mountainous coun- 
try covered with thick bush and in- 
habited by fierce tribes of cannibals. 

Gold is believed to exist in the 
interior of Malayta, and more than 
one expedition has been organized 
to search for the precious metal. 
But the bushmen, who steal nolse- 
lesaly as serpents through the tropl- 
cal forest, have wiped out every one 
of the explorers, and their smoke- 
dried heads decorate the dark tem- 
ples in the central mountains, 

Other islands there are which are 
as impregnable as ‘Tiburon and 
Malayta, but for different reasons. 
One such is Tromelin, a lonely spot 
of land 30 miles north of Mauritius. 
It is surrounded by a terrific rampart 
of coral which is fully 150 yards 
wide. A mile out on any side of the 
island the sea is from 10,000 to 12,- 
000 feet deep. The surf, which al- 
ways breaks on the rocky shore of 
this submarine mountain top, makes 
landing practically impossible. 

Yet it was here that, in 1761, a 
French transport was wrecked, and 
110 survivors out of 800 aboard, got 
ashore alive. Of these, seven, all 
black women, were rescued in the 
year 1776, having by some amazing 
miracle kept life in themselves for a 
space of fifteen years, with no food 
but shell-fish and no drink but brack- 
ish water, 

In the year 1607 that famous 
navigator, Henry Hudson, reported 
the existence of a rocky island 300 
miles east of Greenland. It was 
named Jan Mayen, ‘That island was 
never seen again until the year 1860, 
when a party of Lnglish people, 
~mong whom was Lord Dufferin, | 
caught a glimpse of it. | 

‘Then it vanished for another fifty 
years, to be seen once more in July, 
1910, by the tourists aboard the 
vacht “Oceana,” . 

No one has ever set foot on Jan 
Mayen, No one is ever likely to, for| 
no navigator would willingly ap- 
proach it, It is the centre of the 
thickest fogs on the surface of this 
planet, and from one year's end/to 
another usually remains totally in- 
y'sible, |

It is perfectly proper to keep 
the entire body in winter well 
covered to prevent cbiting, but 
decidedly wrong to c@#ver the 
face. If it Is so cold and blus- 
tery out that one fears the 
child's face will be frostbitten, 
then it Is better policy to keep 
the child in a well ventilated 
room, 

The same thing applies to 
adults, What is the use of open- 
ing wide the windows if you 
bury your head in a lot of soft 
pillows and cover your face with 
the blankets? No one would 
consider sleeping out of doors 
with a sleeping bag on and a 
bag to cover the head and face. 
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Everybody In Far North Watching 
Experiments With Reindeers. 


At the lone Hudson Bay Company 
post at Cartwright there is a little 
youngster, Stuart Swaffie.d by name, 
fon of the ‘factor,’ or company 
agent at the post, whose story gives 
the reason, in a nutshell, why the 
reindeer were brought to Labrador. 

When Stuart was a child, five or 
81x years of age, his mother sent him 
out to play while she attended to 
her household duties. By and by 
she heard a great commotion among 
the Eskimo dogs, of whom the post 
maintains quite a pack for drawing 
the sledges in the winter time, At 
first she thought nothing of it, for 
tbe dogs often fight amorg them- 
selves, Wilder and wilder, however, 
grew the snarls and yelps (for the 
Eskimo dog, being really a wolf and 
not a dog, docs not bark) until curi- 
osity got the better of her and she 
went to the window to sce the cause: 
To her consternation, the entiro, pack 
of dogs had set upon the child, who 
had perhaps stumbled up among 
them in his play, while her own dog, 
“Bouncer,” brought from the home- 
land, was alone attempting io defend 
him, It was with the utmost difi- 
culty that the pack was at last driven 
off, and when the child was rescued 
the clothes fairly clung to the skin, 
80 numerous: were his wounds. He 
could only whisper: ‘The dogs bit 
me,” and then fainted away. 

In a lone cemetery out on the 
wind-swept cape at Rigelet there is 
a monument to two trappers, father 
and son, The two had come in to 
trade their pelte and left the post in 
high spirits. 
was seen of them. Later in the 
spring the dogs were found gnawing 
their bones on the beaches. 

The very first piece of advice a 
native of.Labrador will give you, is 
not to pet the dogs, and, above all, 
not to stumble or fall among them; 
for at that instant the pack will fall 
upon you. 

In the summer the dogs forage for 
themselves, feeding largely on the 
fish that come close in to shore or 
on the offal of the fishing settle- 
ments, They are great, beautiful 
creatures, snowy white or mottled 
slightly with brown. In winter, 
however, their voracious appetites 
know no bounds. At the post food 
is cooked for them and served hot, 
but it seems this never suffices, 

Harnessed up and driven along 
the snow trails of the northern wilds, 
it is only fear of the driver's whip 
that keeps them down. Let one dog 
turn upon him and he shoots to kill; 
otherwise the pack is on him at 
once. Many, indeed, are the men 
in the lone wilderness of the north- 
land who have been devoured by 
their dogs. 

Hence the need of bringing in the 
reindeer to take the place of the 
dogs. 

Dr. Grenfell, however, has one dif- 
ficully to meet in trying to replace 
the dogs with the deer, for the peo- 


ple are used to the dogs and claim- 


to know just how to handle them, 
while they do not know how to use 
the reindeer, 

Moreover, no reindeer can be put 
into use in a settlement until all the 
dogs thereabouts are gone, for the 
dogs will smell a decr miles away 
and the pack will ‘‘go"' for it at once, 
What, then, can the people do be- 
tween the time the deer are brought 
in and are being broken to use and 
the necessary killing or sending away 
of the dogs? 

What, too, shall be done with the 
dogs? At present, when a dog bites 
anyone he is shot; the skin is dress- 
ed and sold for about $3. But many 
of the dogs are gentle, some are 
thoroughly tame and reliable and 
the people are loath to part with 
them. Only a stern law can make 
them do thiz—and to get such a law 
passed and enforced needs influence 
and determination, : 

One wonders what the post would 
seem like when, instead of the beau- 
tiful dogs coming down the path to 
the dock, stopping to throw out their 
forefeet and lean out to yawn, or 
lick one’s shoe, running as soon as 
one lifts a hand for fear of the prob- 
able stone, the reindeer will browse 
in the corrals. 

Reindeer moss abounds in Labra- 
dor and on it the deer feed, even 
through the snow. Up at St. An- 
thony’s, where Dr. Grenfell's mis- 
sion has a hospital, the 300 deer that 
he has brought there are now flour- 
ishing. It is there the important 
experiment will-be tried of substt- 
tuting the deer for the dog. The 
world awaits tho result with interest,

A Lesson That Was Learned at the 
Last Olympic Games. \ 

Photography failed os a means of 
deciding winners in the races and oth- 
er contests at the last Olympic games 
in Stockholm. But because of that les 
son stereoscopic photographs are pro- 
posed as an improvement and are to be 
tried out in England, At the Stock 
holm games photographs were taken 
of the runners as they reached the 
tape, but in every instance where the 
judges differed among themselves ns to 
who was the winner the ‘additional évi- 
dence of the camera was not sufficient 
to bring about an agreement. ‘The only 
instances where the photograplis were 
assumed to be decisive were those iu 
which the judges agreed with the pho- 
tographic record anyway. 

The trouble was apparently due te 
Jack of stereoscopic effect. So it is now 
suggested that the pictures be taken 
by a stereoscopic camera. Ih Other 
words, two pictures are taken together 
from cameras side by side, 60 that 
when the developed prints are putin 
& stereoscope—like the one which tse¢ 
to be found always on the center table 
in the parlor—tbere will be depth to 
the picture, and in consequence it will 
be possible to determine beyond dis- 
pute the exact position of each runner 

An advisory trainer of the British 
athletes who competed at Stockbolm 
and who has trained many Cambridge 
university athictes uses high speed 
photography regularly in his training 
work. Many photographs of runners 
aud jumpers are taken, cach exposure 
being a high speed snapshot. ‘Then the 
photographs are examined to see. in 
what way the runner or jumper can 
iinprove his style. . 

It may be found, for instance, that 
he has acquired a habit of making 
some motions with bis arms that use 
up little of his strength, yet slightly 
hinder instead of help his main effort. 
Motion pictures did not prove of value

In The Guards,

the immediate command of their own 
officers, they will perform whatever 
duties may be required of them.” 


Sawdust Sugar. 

In the course of . paper read before 
the Royal Socicty of Arts, in Lon- 
don, Dr. Zimmerman described ~ pro- 
cess by which sugar might be manu- 
factured from sawdust. 

In its natural state, he pointed out, 
wood contains no sugar, but when 
sawdust has bean subjected in closcd 
retorts to digestion with a weak sul- 
phurous acid solution under pressure 
of six to seven atmospheres, a very 
remarkable transmutation takes 
place, as much as twenty-five per 
cent. of the material being convert- 
ed into sugar.

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HAECKEL ON BIRTHDAY, 


Celebrated Scientist and Expositor of 
the Evolutionary Theory, Wi-s At- 
tained the Age of Eighty Years 
a Few Weeks Ago, Has Passed 
Through Many Trials and Perse. 
cutions In Pursuit o Science. 


Prof. Ernst Haeckel, the celebrated 
German philosopher aud naturalist, 
was eighty years old on Feb. 16. His 
friends and disciples in all ris of 
the world had plannec to present him 
with some fitting proof of their re- 
gard, but Herr Haeckel sent out an 
uppeal to nis friencs requesting them 
to refrain from sending him any per- 

; sonal donetions, He further asked 
{them to devote any money 1. ended 
as a gift to him to a special fund 
which he plans to place at the dis- 
posal of the German M ists’ union, 
in order to make it international in 
scope, 

Prof. Haeckcl is the chief repre- 
sentative of radical naturalistic evo- 
Jation in Germany And is a bold the- 
orist, His best known works are 
“Natural History of Creation,” “The 
Origin of the Human Race" and “Tho 
Riddle of tae Universe.” . 

Prof. Haeckel made his debut as a 
writer on scientific subjects in 1862, 
when he published his monograplis 
on the “Radiolaria,” This work, 
Strongly influenced by Darwin's the- 
ory of evoluiion, created considerable 
interest in the scientific world and 
attracted the attention of scientists 
all over the world to the modest 
“Privatdozent,”’ at Jena. 

The nove.-y and boldness of the 
theories advanced in that work sur- 
prised even the advanced thinkers in 
Germany and aroused a storm of in- 
dignation among the traditionalists,

PROF, ENNST HAECKEL. 
Prof. Hacckel was bitterly attacked 


and denounced as_an enmey of mane 
kind who had dej,raded his species, 
and determined efforts cre made to 
have him dismissed from his profes- 
sorship at the Jena University. But 
ths late Grand Duke Karl Alexander 
of Saxe-Weimar, the protector of the 
young scientist, deciined to inter- 
fere. When a prominent man begged 
the duke to prohibit the lectures of 
Hr-eckel, the duke asked his visitor 
whether he believed that the profes- 
Sor was really conviaced of the truth 
of his statements, 

“Certainly, I do,’’ was the reply, 
“and what he says is all tho worse 
for that very reason,” 

“But then," retorted the grand 
duke, ‘‘in that case he is doing noth- 
} ing more than what you are doing 
| yourself,’”” 

But Frof. Haeckel did not take all 
this quietly. He was a born fighter 
and never hesitated for a moment to 
enter into a polemic with his oppon- 
ents. Undaunted by the storm of 
vituperation which his fir.t impo 
ant work had aroused, Haeckel, be- 
tween 1866 ind 1875, went on an 
extended tour of scieniific exploration 
and investigation throvgh Europe, 
Asia Minor, Syria and Egypt, from 
which he returned with a great mrss 
of valuable material, which he used 
with telling effect in a series of 
epoc’i-making works, 

Prof, Haeckel has always thor- 
oughly enjoyed life, and his untam- 
able, fighting spirit is still with him 
in his active old age. He has never 
quailed before opposition or hard 
names, but has remained a lusty, 
healthy, impetuous, intrepid youth, 
even when his hair had worn to 
snowy white. It is velated that not 
many years ago, the Grend Duke of 
Weimar playfully rallied him, in the 
midst of a brilliant company, on h’e 
bellef in evolution. To the amaze 
ment and horror of the guests, he 
slapped the grand duke on the back 
aud replied: “Well, my good man, 
when you have time, just come over 
to Jena, and se> some proofs of it!"
